Declaring that “no recovery of 
highly mechanized business will 
correct the unemployment situation 
in Illinois until a long period of re­

R. Lord, Assistant Administrator 
of the State W arks 
Progress Ad­ 
ministration, Monday 
night

members of the Western Society of 
Engineers that it is highly prob­ 
able that some form 
of 
Federal 
Works Program must he continued 
regardless of what political part; 
is in power. 
Speaking before the Society al 
the Chicago Engineers Club, Majoi 
Lord maintained that WPA is the 
inevitable outgrowth of long tinu 
industrial and economic conditions 
in America. 
“America has a large and grow­ 
ing working population requiring 
o’ore and more jobs to keep it em­ 
ployed,” he said. “Counter to this 
.^u.ienifcni America has been in­ 
venting and introducing astound­ 
ingly productive labor-saving ma­ 
chines. Fuck machines are labor- 
displacing, actually, rather than la­ 
bor saving. 
“You cannot save labor. Unless it 
is needed somewhere else, it it 
lost.” 
Using evidence gathered on his 
recent 6,000 mile inspection trip of 
WPA operations in downstate Illi­ 
nois, Major Lord pointed out that 
thousands of willing workers hav» 
been rendered jobless in the min­ 
ing counties by one-man machines 
that tin lay mine more coal than five 
miners could formerly. 
As evidence that M PA has in­ 
creased community prosperity, Ma­ 
jor Lord pointed to $66,600,000 in 
WPA payrolls in Illinois which will 
have been released by June 30 next, 
all of which will have been spent
